Victorian Provisional League 
First Division club Hotham 
United is making a strong bid to 
reverse the decision of the VSF 
Investigation and Disciplinary 
Tribunal to suspend the club, ef- 
fectively expelling it from the 
league. 


Hotham appealed against the tribunal deci- 
sion and the VSF Appeals Board met last week 
with a solicitor representing the Hotham com- 
mittee, the Argentinian consul and Jose 
Montex from radio station 3EA. It also re- 
ceived a host of written submissions including 
a petition supporting Hotham and signed by 
almost 600 people. 

Hotham was in trouble with the VSF over a 
game against Rosebud which was abandoned 
amidst violence.

Hotham had received a telegram from the 
VSF, calling the club to appear before the 
tribunal No charge had been named in the 
telegram. Indeed Hotham first knew of the 
charge against it on the night of the tribunal 
hearing.

Harry Moakes 
formed the club along with pioneers Frank 
Kolbl and Joe Sammut. 


Ajax won the Victorian under 16 
championship in 1960 before entering senior 
competition in 1962, and it was promoted pro- 
gressively in 1963, 64, 66, 71 and 76 to finally

The raw skill though was obvious and Argentina's leading clubs 
all watched his progress with immense interest. 

A transfer to First division Huracan brought him under the 
wing of disciplinarian Cesar Luis Menotti and here he began to 
fulfil his enormous potential. 

A devastatingly brilliant dribbler, Houseman consistently tore 
defences to shreds and was the prime factor in Huracan’s 1973 
National Championship. 

One year later his fame spread further during a World Cup in 
which he proved a revelation. 

Although Argentina won just a single game out of six, it pro- 
duced some of the most delightful soccer of the tournament with 
its tiny winger in scintillating form. 

Back home Huracan’s fortunes slumped, despite being able to 
call upon internationals Miguel Brindisi, Osvaldo Ardiles, Carlos 
Babington, Jorge Carrascosa and Houseman. 

The decline coincided with Menotti’s elevation to the position 
of national team coach. 

Houseman though continued his wizardry on the flanks and 
Brussels club Anderlecht offered Huracan $€00,00@ in an attempt 
to bring him back to the land of his forefathers. 

Being in the World Cup squad however, he was barred from 
moving abroad. 

In dispute with his club over a contract renewal, Houseman 
missed much of the 1977 season through suspension. 

Hard-up Huracan was in no position to meet the star’s de- 
mands, Eventually supporters of the Buenos Aires club solved the 
problem by raising cash amongst themselves and presenting a 
large bonus whenever their hero scored! 

With his protege now back in action, Menotti immediately re- 
called Houseman for the 1978 World Cup build-up. 

He responded with a series of glorious performances, although 
his tendency to hang onto the ball brought accusations of excess 
individualism and not being a team man. 

As the most experienced member of the squad (he, Mario 
Kempes and Ubaldo Filiol being the only survivors from 1974), 
there was no doubt about his place in the host nation’s opening 
line-up. 

Unfortunately the Huracan winger failed to reproduce his su- 
preme best in the finals and spent much of the time on the sub- 
stitutes’ bench. 

Appearing in six games, he spent a total of 327 minutes on the 
field of play. 

_ In the final against Holland, Houseman made his appearance in 
the 74th minute of normal time and immediately added bite to a 
forward line which was making little impression on a solid Dutch 
rearguard. 

In the 1lth minute of extra time the replacement surged clear 
and was only thwarted by a brilliant Jan Jongbloed save. The 
writing was on the wall though and the revitalised Argentinians 
ran out worthy 3-1 winners. 

A World Cup Winners’ medal is the ambition of every soccer 
player, and having achieved this a return to domestic football 
appeared mundane, particularly as relations with the Huracan 
management continued to be strained, 

Following the move of Ardiles and Ricardo Villa, Houseman 
also sought a transfer to England. Middlesbrough expressed 
interest only for Huracan to offer a massive pay increase and he 
was happy to stay — for the time being. 

Playing in all five games of Argentina’s 1979 European tour, 
Houseman increased his number of international appearances to 
60, a record only recently surpassed by Americo Gallego. 

The South Americans’ last tour match, against Scotland at 
Hampden Park, marked the end of the quicksilver winger’s inter- 
national career. 

A lax attitude to training was blamed for a remarkable loss of 
form which resulted in omission from Menctti’s pool. 

The fact that he was now free to ply his trade overseas was a

He became a professional in 
Poland at the age of 16 with 
first division team Zawisza 
Bydgoszcz, a team that is still 
in the top half of the Polish 
First Division. 

He was the youngest First 
Division goalkeeper in Poland 
at the time and, as he told me 
in faltering American accen- 
ted English (and with the aid 
of interpreter Eddie Kempa) 
“I was very nervous in my 
first games. But, the training 
prepared me. The training for 
goalkeepers was very special- 
ised and very heavy. I don’t 
think there’s a coach in Tas- 
mania who has any idea on 
how to really coach goalkee- 
pers’’. 

Michniewski also played 
with Unia Racibor in the 
Polish First Division for two 
years and in the Second Divi- 
sion for five years (the team is 
now in the Third Division). 


In 1970 he went to the United 
States where he first played 
with Falcons New Britain, and 
then with the Boston Minute- 
men, together with Portu- 
guese greats Eusebio and Sim- 
oes. 


He played seven times 
against the mighty Cosmos. 


Of Eusebio he says: “I saw 
him perform feats at training 
that I've never seen any other 
player perform. His ball skills 
are phenomenal.”’ 


Michniewski arrived in Tas- 
mania last season and relega- 
tion was a blow. But White 
Eagles almost certainly will 
be back in the top flight next 
year. 


Robert Harrison, just back 
from Wollongong in the Philips 
League, is the best goalkeeper 
he’s seen locally. The most 
dangerous local forwards he’s 
faced are Ian Parker (Brigh- 
ton-ICL) and Brian Davidson 
(George Town). 


Michniewski believes that 
goalkeepers are born, but a lot 
of work has to be put in to de- 
velop talent to the utmost. He 
would like to go on playing as 
long as he's healthy, fit and 
retains his interest in training. 


When he’s finished playing, 
he'd like to take up coaching 
and to pass on his vast, top- 
class experience. 


In the meantime, he intends

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Robert Trafficante, hailed by all at Hellas as

The match kicks off at 7.30 
pm. Hanimex played Olympic 
in Sydney yesterday (Tuesday) 
and meets Wollongong tomor- 
row {Thursday). 


The word is that Alan David- 
sen will be playing in midfield 
mext season, and that Traffi- 
Cante will come im as Jeft back. 


This match against New 
Zealand's Hanimex (formerly 
North Shore United) ts ex- 
pected to be the forerunner of 
2 series of matches between 
Hellas and teams from over- 
seas 


Hellas dearly would love to 
bring a leading European team 
to Austratia in January. Presi- 
dent Sam Papasavas is about 
to Start negotiations. 


Hellas’s main consideration 
against Hanimex is to regain 
prestige for Australian soccer, 
after the Kiwis’ victory over 
the Socceroos in the World 
Cup. 


Shrewd coach John Marga- 
ritis is likely to make a few ex- 
periments in this game — ex- 
periments he cannot afford in 
the championship, as he and 
his team are determined to 
bring the title to Victoria for 
the first time. 


This will be Hanimex's 95th 
season playing Association 
Football in Auckland and 
championships have been won 
in every grade the club has en- 
tered teams, from midgets to 
the Rothmans Soccer League. 


Founded in 1887 at Devon- 
port by Charles Craven Dacre 
the first name of the club was 
Devonport on a suggestion by a 
New Zealand Herald’s sports 
writer so as to avoid a clash 
with the North Shore Rugby 
Club. Dacre had played in the 
first official Association (soc- 
cer) match in England during 
1863 when the counties of 
Surrey and Kent played 
Middlesex. This was not the 
only sport in which he became 
involved 


He was an excellent cricket- 
er and played rugby for North 
Shore, in fact in 1876 he played 
for Auckland in the first inter- 
provincial rugby game won by 
Auckland against Canterbury 
and it was Dacre who scored 
the first points with a try early 
in the game. 


It is a fact that many good 
sportsman excelled in more 
than just one sport and quite a 
few have been connected with 
the club over the years — Leo 
Prime played for Auckland at 
soccer, cricket and hockey in 
the early 1900's. 


Later two sons of Charles 
Dacre Ces and Life, appeared 
together in cricket and soccer 
representative teams in 1920, 
Ces later getting New Zealand 
caps in both sports. 


Jack Cowie may be better 
remembered as a fast bowler 
and the late Verdun Scott as an 
opening batsman, “but both 
were very good soccer play- 
ers, Verdun played for New 
Zealand in Rugby League 


To mention in this space, all 
the club records would be im- 
possible so perhaps one of the 
most unusual would be more 
fitting. The run of 8 con- 
secutive games by the club’s 
premier team at Devonport 
Domain from 1887 unt! July 
1906, ending with an away 
game at Ecen Park which at 
that time was the headquar- 
ters of the Auckland Football 
Association 


Last season saw the start of 
2 new era by i 


League 
knewn as Hanimex United. 


Mr Cameron, Sales Man- 
ager, looks for a long and suc- 
cessful partnership between 
the two parties both on the 
soccer field and in the building 
up of the new North Shore 
Sports and Recreation Centre 
in Devonport. Here Shore has 
13 and a half acres to develop 
for soccer and other uses and 
the clubrooms on site now are 
being fully used and devel- 
opment of the fields is now 
going ahead. 


The 1979 season, the first of 
the partnership with Hanimex, 
saw the club have its finest 
year, possibly the best in New 
Zealand soccer history. 


The club won: the Air New 
Zealand Trophy; the Chatham 
Cup and the Bill McKinlay 
Trophy 


In addition, Don Jones was 
selected as Auckland F.A.’s 
Coach of the Year. Players for 
New Zealand in 1979 were 
Adrian Elrick, Duncan Cole, 
Duncan Ormond and Neil Hai- 
nes. After such an achieve- 
ment Hanimex immediately 
doubled its sponsorship and in- 
creased the agreement with 
the club to five years. 


Here is a run down on Hani- 
mex’s personnel: 


GENERAL MANAGER: 
DON JONES, 36, a North 
Shore man through and 


through. He was born in De- 
vonport and began playing 
with North Shore United as a 
five year old. He progressed 
through the grades with the 
club before joining Takapuna 
City to the Northern League 
second division championship 
and subsequently the first divi- 
sion championship, Takapuna 
City lost a play-off for Roth- 
mans League promotion to 
Cavershan. 


Jones then rejoined North 
Shore United as player-coach, 
immediately taking the club to 
Northern League first division 
championship honours.

Fijian World Cup coach 
Wally Hughes has forecast 
that his team could cause a 
shock result in their return 
Oceania Series match against 
New Zealand. 

Australia beat Fiji 4-1 at the 
National Stadium in Suva on 
Sunday after leading 4-0 at half 
time and having two goals dis- 
allowed. 

They meet again in Mel- 
bourne on August 14. 

“We failed to shut down in 
vital areas around the penalty 
box in the first half, but the 
players learned quickly and 
were unlucky not to score 
three goals in the second 
half,”’ Hughes said. 

Hughes pointed out that it 
was the first time in the World 
Cup for the Fijians and they 
had to face a lot of problems in 
training. 

“The longer the game went, 
the better they played, and 
they were a different team in 
the second half,”’ he said. 

“If they keep on improving 
in the games against Indonesia 
and Taiwan, who knows what 
the result will be in our match 
against New Zealand in Auck- 
land on August 22,”" Huges 
added. 

Gary Cole took top honours 
for the Socceroos in scoring 
two goals and having a hand in 
the others. 

Cole also had a third goal 
disallowed in the final minutes 
after the referee had awarded 
the goal but then changed his 
mind following a linesman’s 


coach Les 
Scheinflug named Cole, full- 
back Alan Niven and mid- 
fielder Peter Katholos as his 
best players, was generally 
pleased with the display by the 
entire team. 

However, he was not so 
pleased with the physical play 

of the Fijians in he closing sta- 
ges, and the lack of stricter 
action by the Indonesian refer- 
ee. 

The Australians survived 
without any serious injuries, 
although South Melbourne de- 
fender Alan Davidson sustai- 
ned a bruised knee and was re- 
placed in the 78th minute by 
Rob Wheatley. 

The players return to Aust- 
ralia today (Wednesday). 

In winning, the Socceroos 
kept their world cup Oceania 
Zone elimination round hopes 
alive. 

But by doing so they put 
Fiji, the only country which 
could give them the top place 
in the pool, out of the running 

The win gave Australia 
seven points, and three games 
in band, to New Zealand's 12 
points and one game to play 

New Zealand have only Fiji 
left to play and Australia can 
qualify by winnimg the rest of 
their games and praying that 
Fiji beats New Zealand in 
Auckland next month. 

Fiji beat Australia 1-0 in 
1977 when the two teams last 
met, and Scheinflug was deter- 
mined there would be no 
repeat of that upset. 

Cole opened the score in the 
fourth minute when Peter 
Katholos fired a drive which

only managed to parry, and 
the big Victorian followed 
through to put the ball away. 

Australian captain Murray 
Barnes was in position ten 
metres from the goal six 
minutes later when Cole put 
pressure on the keeper and he 
had no trouble slotting in the 
second.

Three minutes later Cole 
scored the best goal of the 
match when he controlled a 
pass with his back to the keep- 
er, juggled the ball and hit it 
on the turn past a flat-footed 
Ravonoi. 

Barnes had the ball in two 
minutes later but Indonesian 
referee Sudarso disallowed the 


goal. 

Fiji coach Wally Hughes 
said the Australians domi-
